no t so much a matter o f instructing 
the driv er ho w to act, as it is o f re­ 
minding him that he sho uld put into 
practice certa in well-kno wn rules o f 
the ro ad. 
Ca relessness o f driv ers is sho wn by 
a repo rt recently made by a pro min­ 
ent railro ad co mpany after o bserv ing 
ho \v 20,000 appro ached and cro ssed 
the 
co mpany ’s 
tracks at a certain 
po int. 
Sev enty per cent o f the driv ­ 
ers cro ssed witho ut lo o king either to 
the rig ht o r left; 27 per cent lo o ked 
up the track in o ne directio n, and but 
3 per cent lo o ked in bo th directio ns. 
It’s the same way in ev ery phase o f 
mo to ring . 
Auto driv ers pro bably are 
no mo re ca reless to day than in the 
past, but the fact o f the matter is 
they must, as a who le, be mo re care­ 
ful to day than they were y esterday , 
and this y ear than last y ear, else, with 
the increased number o f cars co ming 
into use, the number o f a ccidents and 
fa ta lities is bo und to g ro w. 
A list o f simple precautio ns ag ainst 
accidents is here g iv en by the Auto 
Club, and if these are fo llo wed, a cci­ 
dents will decrease. 
1—Play fair;

ro ad and do n’t cro wd 
him fro m it under any circumstances. 
In o ther wo rds, do n't be a ro ad ho g . 
2—Do n’t pass a v ehicle g o ing in the 
same directio n 
until the ro ad ahead 
is clear fo r a t lea st 100 y ards. 
(This 
a s a sta te law.) 
3— After passing such v ehicle do 
no t pull back to the rig ht hand side 
o f the ro ad until y o u are two car 
leng ths ahead o f the v ehicle passed. 
4—In appro aching a street o r hig h 
way intersectio n, the machine o n the 
rig ht has the rig ht o f way . 
5 —In turning co rners the mo to rist 
sho uld keep to the rig ht until the cen­ 
ter o f the co rner o r intersectio n is 
passed. 
Do n't cut co rners. 
6 —In passing o ther v ehicles fro m 
the rear, mo to rists sho uld g iv e sig 
nal by blo wing the ho rn. 
7 — Do n’t carry blinding headlig hts. 
Many headlig hts are so arrang ed that 
when passing them it is im po ssible 
fo r the appro aching mo to rist to see 
the ro ad alo ng which he is d riv in g - 
all he can see is 
the

lig hts. 
Turn the g leam o f lig ht o n 
the ro ad where it belo ng s. 
8 —When abo ut to cro ss railro ad o r
